a!l elasass, No man who looks back now ean
dloubt a moment the immense bouefits
that bave been conferred upon this country
by the emigrants who bave arrived here since
the formation of the present Government,
Without their aid our popnlation would still
be sparse, Countries that had three millions of
peopls when that was the number of Ameri-
cana bave scarcely doubled their population
since, while ours has increased in the ratio of
thirteen to one; and if we were to strike to-
day from the sum-total of our citizenship and
wealth all that is due to the emigrants and
descandants of emigrants who arrived on eur
shores since 1787, we should have left buta
beggarly account. Against every form of this
emigration objections have from time to time
been made. The Irishmen, Germans, and
Englishmen have each in turn besn auntago-
nized, but a liberal spirit has nevertheless peor.
vaied the body of the people which has been
incorporated in our laws and institutions,
and as a practical result not only is emigra-
tion of hundreds of thousands of induastrieus
men pouring in upon our shores annnally
from Europe, but millions ot their fellow-
countrymen recognize this as the land of
freedom, and live in the hope that they, too,
will eventually becoms American citizens,
Applied to Europe this system has worked
well for the emigrantsand for this nation, and
doubts of its wisdom are suggested only
when the question of extending it to the
natives of Asia comes up for practical consi-
deration. We have mot yet sesn any good
reason why the gates of the Pacific ports
should vot be opened as freely as those of the
Atlantic.
peculiarities have no real weight. If we ex-
clude them beeause they are not Christians,
we should also establish a religions censor-
ship at Castle Garden, and send back to
Europe every emigrant who cannot come up
to an orthodox standard. If we exclude
them because they save their wages and are
economical in their habits, we should also
ostracize thousands of our most nuseful Earo-
pean emigrants, If we are to exclude them
on account of the desire cherished by a large
portion of their numbers to return to their
native land after they have accnmulated a
moderate sum, we should, to be con-
pistent, also apply this tfest to the
Atlantic seaboard. Dut the cross-examina-
tion of the Italian organ-grinders in regard
to the final disposition of their superflunons
pennies, aud laws forbidding Irish servant-
girls to send back money to their friends
in the Emerald Isle or to invest in FFenian
funds, would illy comport with the dignity or
true duty of an American Coogress. Even
the allegation that the Chinese will farnish
cheap labor affords no rational ground for
their exelrsion. The same gharge has been
miade frons time to time on the Atlantic coast
against the emigration of Englishmen, Gar-
mans, or [richmen, but it has never bezn
deemed a good ground for their exclusion by
Congress. Workmen of all Euaropean na-
tionalities very quickly learn to demand the
hizhest market rates for their services, and
the Chinese are too intelligent and too
apxious to accumnlate wealth to prove
duil seholars in this important
branch of human knowledge. The prolonged
labor contracts under which they are said to
e imported are contrary to the spirit of our
institutions, if not to ths letter of exisling
laws, and it will be impossible to enforce
them if the Chinamen feel disposed to re-
volt., The tawny children of Asia will soomn
becomse as free a8 any olher immigrants after
thev land npon our shores, despite bargains
they mav have made in their old homes. As
a rule, thev are peaceable, induastrious, and
ingenions. possessing abundant capacity to
render great assistance in developing the
resources of this eountry; and, in view of this
fact, the nation can well afford to overlook or
disregard their idiosyncrasies., Even if they
come here in large mnumbers, and
furpish cheap labor in large quantities,
the workmen who fear their cowpetition will
Le benefited by the reduction in the cost of
the mecessaries of life, If they will give ns
cheap boots, cheap coal, cheap hread, choap
fruit, cheap ootton, cheap silk, cheap rail-

roads, and eheap domaestic service, we can |

well afford to surrender, in whole or part,
some forms of American induostry to them,
and transfer the labor and talent now engaged
therein to other pursnits. Much of the eclamor
sgainst the Chinese is as nonsensical as the
opposition made from time to time agaiust
labor-saving machinery. It proceeds from

substantially similar causes, and does not da- |

serve more consideration than the old pro-
tests neainst saw-mills and logomotives,

| average John Bull esteems their silence to be
f suspicions cirenmstance, and considers it in-
dicative of tremendous plotsin process of 1n-
cubation. As

soon as the announcement
wns made of the Tope's intention
to call an (Eeumenical Conneil,
the British ecclesinstics immediately began to

wonder whelher or not an invitation would

difficult for a lay American to understand how
such an idea conld have even snggested itself,

he entirely ignored their existence, consider-
ing them as no more entitled to special atten-
tion than the common herd of lost sheep who
are outside of the pale of salvation. When
they found themselves not only not invitedto
participate in the grand theological pow-wow
at the Vatican, but ignored altogsther,
some of the British clergy took the pains to
jog the memory of the Holy Iather, and
to intimate that it would be a grati-
fication for them to discuss the differences
of P'rotestantism and Remanism with the as-
sembled fathers; and Dr. Cumming, the
celebrated interpreter—to his own satisfac-
tion—of the prophecies of Daniel and John,
volunteered to engage the entire council
single-handed. The Pope, like a polite old
gentleman and a good Christian, replied to
these advances by informing the British
clergy that it would give him infinite plea-
sure if they would all come to Rome and be
received into the bosom of the trme Chureh,
after being instructed in sound doctrines by
learned persons whom he would appoint for
this purpose. There was a gentle sarcasm

of the British theologians, who did not desire
to be converted, but whe burned with an ar-
dent desire to controvert if not to convert
the entire council, with the Pope at its head,
in the very stronghold of papacy. Dr.
Cumming, for instance, pictured to himself
the immense moral, net to say dramatic,
effect of his defying the thunders of the
Valican in the Vatican itself, and was con-
vinced that nothing less than the final down-
fall of the Church of Rome was to be ex-

pected if he should succeed in convineing
the Pope of the error of his ways and inspir-
ing him with sound Ualvinistie principles.
Being convinced, however, that the Roman
ecclesiastics were determined to decide upon
the infallibility dogma without their assist-
ance, the DBritish clergy began to tremble for
the fate of Protestantism, and (hey have been
shaking in their boots ever since, Not long
ago they inquired of the Government what

| action it proposed to take in the matter, and

Mr. Gladstone, who was apparently unabls to
see what the (Eenmenieal Conneil had to do
with the English Church anyhow, was oblized
to state that the case was one that searcely
called for any interference on his part. This

Ox the 2 of August Mr, Thomas Hughes will

sall from Bouthampton in the Bremen stesmer |
Donau for the United Biates, with the inten-
tion of remaining about three months in this
couniry. Hels almost as well known on this
side of the Atlantie as on the other, by name nt |
least, and there is no living Eaglishman who

conld merit or receive n heartier welcome from |
the Ameriean people. In view of his contem-

plated visit. a bilef sketch of hils life will not be

without interest.

Mr. Hughes is the gecond 2on of John Hughes,
Esq., of Donington Priory, near Newbury, in
the county of Berks, where he wna born on the
20th of October, 1823, In one of hiz books,
"“The Scouring of the White Horase,” he has de-
gcribed in an attractive manner the scenes ol
his early iife in the neighborhood of his birth- |
place. At the customnary age he became n stu-

| dent at Rugby, where the celebrated Dr, Arnold |

was then head master, and from there he went |
to Orlel College, Oxford, from which he gradu-
While at Rugby and Ox-
ford Mr. Hughea entered with wonderful
into all the muscnlar sports which character-
ized both places, and became rather more
distingnished for his proficlency with the oar
than for his acquirements of an intellectnal
nature. He early became a convert to Charlea
Kingsley's school of “‘mnsgeular Christinnity,”
and in his two celebrated books showed himsell
to be its forcmost disciple. Gifted with wmore
than ordinary mental powers, aud poszezzed of
a fronk, manly. and generons disposition, = {a
manifested in his writings, it was natural that
he should become a great favorite in bis school
and college dayvs—in short, just such a yvoung
man 18 he has taken for the hero of his hooks
on school and coliege life,

After graduating, he entered at Lincoln’s lon
as a student at law, aond in Javuary, 1815, was
called to the bar. In his profession of bar-
rister be has achieved a fair reputation and ac-

| quired a fair practice, although he has not risen,

nor perhaps been ambitlons to rise, to the higher |
ranks of hiscallivg. In the autumn of 1856 he |
published his admirable picture of school life |

entitled “Tom Brown's Rchool Days at Rugby,” |

certainly the most readable book of the Kind |
ever wrilten, & book that possesses as much of
a charm for tke old as for the young. It has be-
come popular wherever the Englizh language is
read and spoken, and has probably had a larger
circulation in this country than in Englaud. |
In 1858 he published ““The SBcouring of
the White Horsze,” i work which
never attuined anything like the popularity ot |
its predeceseor. Percelving this. he, in 1861,
recurred to the subject which had made his
fame and foriune, and published *“Tom Brown
at Oxford,” a book charaeterized by almost a-
much freshness, geniality, and vivacity as his
first veniure, and destined to achieve a nopu- |
larity almost as great aod lasting., In addition |

| to these works, he has written several tracts, |

frequently conhiibuted to the leading re-
views and papers, aud prepared prefaess for the
Englieh editions of Professor Lowell's “Biglow
Papers™” and \Whittier's poems.

gre:ss of the civil war in this country, he proved |

| himself to be one of the most earncst, sincere,

and effective friends of the United Btates in all
England, and was ready on ail oecasions to deal
a hard and telling blow against the uplholders of
and their sympathisers.
